RECENTLY  I  thanked  an  alumnus  in  North 
Carolina  for  his  generous  gift  to  the 
Seventy-Fifth  Anniversary  Development  Cam- 
paign and  for  his  support  of  our  college 
program  through  many  years  past.  He  smiled 
and  said  that  I  should  give  thanks  to  the  spirit 
of  Dr.  Daniel  J.  Brimm  who  died  nearly  nine 
years  ago  at  the  age  of  eighty-six.  The  donor 
completed  three  years  of  study  in  Dr.  Brimm's 
Bible  classes  thirty-nine  years  ago  but  is  still 
motivated  by  the  example  of  unselfishness 
and  the  intense  conviction  of  the  teacher  that 
all  possessions  are  held  in  trust  from  God. 

ANOTHER  alumnus  said  that  he  long  ago 
forgot  the  advanced  mathematics  which 
he  learned  from  Professor  A.  V.  Martin  but 
remembers  the  lessons  of  character  taught  by 
a  Virginia  gentleman  who  revered  honor.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  South  Carolina  Presbytery, 
several  church  representatives  mentioned  with 
praise  Dr.  Almon  E.  Spencer.  This  week  a  fac- 
ulty member  expressed  the  belief  that  the 
eager,  contagious  intellectual  curiosity  of  Dr. 
F.  Dudley  Jones  is  still  a  quickening  influence 
in  the  intellectual  life  of  many  students  and 
teachers  who  were  privileged  to  be  associated 
with  him.  The  records  of  these  men  and  other 
former  instructors  here  make  me  realize  that 
the  influence  of  teachers  extends  far  beyond 
the  span  of  any  man's  life. 

TT  IS  my  conviction  that  alumni  may  find  sat- 
isfaction in  the  caliber  of  the  present  faculty 
at  Presbyterian  College.  While  achieving 
scholarly  competence,  they  have  retained  the 
concern  for  individual  student's  personal  de- 
velopment which  is  one  of  the  chief  character- 
istics of  higher  education  under  Christian 
auspices. 

THIS  year  many  of  these  professors,  at  some 
financial  sacrifice,  demonstrated  dedication 
to  their  present  tasks.  The  administration 
realizes,  and  wants  the  alumni  to  know,  that 
the  Presbyterian  College  faculty  is  the  greatest 
asset  in  the  present  program  of  the  college  and 
that  it  is  on  the  faculty  that  rest  our  fairest 
hopes  for  the  future.

n  Presbyterian  College  alumnus  recently  as- 
sumed command  of  one  of  the  country's 
top-rated  National  Guard  divisions. 

He  is  Major  General  Ansel  B.  Godfrey  of 
Clinton,  class  of  1922  at  PC,  who  became  com- 
mander of  the  51st  National  Guard  Division 
on  February  1.  He  stepped  up  from  command 
of  the  51st  Division  Artillery  to  succeed  Major 
General  John  C.  Henagan  of  Dillon  as  division 
CO  and  with  this  move  acquired  his  second 
star. 

General  Godfrey  served  as  a  leader  in  the 
field  artillery  group  which  saw  more  action 
in  World  War  II  than  any  other  unit  of  its 
kind.  Thus  he  is  eminently  qualified  for  the 
new  position  of  command.

The  Clinton  officer  saw  602  days  of  combat 
during  the  past  great'  conflict  while  serving 
first  as  executive  officer  and  then  as  com- 
mander of  the  178th  Field  Artillery  Group  in 
Africa  and  Italy.  He  fought  through  five  cam- 
paigns and  received  such  decorations  as  the 
Legion  of  Merit,  Bronze  Star,  French  Croix 
de  Guerre  with  Palm  and  Silver  Gilt  Star, 
Italian  Military  Valor  Cross  and  the  Com- 
mendation  Ribbon. 

General  Godfrey  brings  this  experience  and 
a  background  of  28  years  of  National  Guard 
service  to  his  command  over  approximately 
12,000  troops  representing  115  units  in  South 
Carolina  and  Florida.  About  three-fourths  of 
this  total  are  located  in  South  Carolina. 

A  native  Clintonian,  he  received  his  first 
military  training  as  a  student  in  the  Presbyte- 
rian College  ROTC  unit.  He  was  graduated 
from  PC  in  1922  with  a  commission  as  second 
lieutenant  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  and 
moved  up  to  first  lieutenant  in  1926. 

Godfrey  became  a  captain  and  National 
Guard  battery  commander  in  the  115th  FA  in 
1929.  At  this  time,  he  was  serving  as  high 
school  principal  in  Abbeville  and  headed  old 
Battery  F  with  its  horse-drawn  field  pieces. 

Entering  federal  service  as  a  lieutenant  col- 
onel in  January,  1941,  he  was  commander  of 
the  1st  Battalion  of  the  178th  FA  group  for  one 
year  before  stepping  up  as  executive  officer 
of  the  group.  The  unit  sailed  overseas  in  Au- 
gust, 1942,  and  Godfrey  saw  extensive  service 
in  England,  Algeria,  the  Tunisian  Campaign 
and  then  in  Italy  for  two  years  with  the  Fifth 
Army.  He  assumed  command  of  the  group  in 
May,  1944,  in  the  middle  of  the  Italian  Cam- 
paign and  with  this  new  responsibility  came 
the  eagles  of  a  full  colonel. 

Ernie  Pyle,  the  famed  war  correspondent 
who  later  was  killed  covering  action  in  the 
Pacific,  spent  several  days  with  Godfrey's  out- 
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fit  on  the  line  near  Venafro,  Italy.  Pyle  wrote 
back  in  one  of  his  columns: 

"The  colonel's  tentmate  was  Lieutenant  Col- 
onel Ansel  Godfrey,  who  used  to  be  principal 
of  the  high  school  at  Abbeville,  South  Carolina, 
but  he  called  Clinton  his  home.  He  and  I  and 
the  colonel  sat  for  two  hours  while  thrv 
pumped  me  about  America  and  told  me  about 

Italy After  supper  and  a  couple  of  hours 

with  these  friends  I  told  them  I  wanted  to  go 
live  with  one  of  their  gun  crews.  They  said 
all  right,  but  since  it  was  raining  again  there 
might  not  be  much  shooting.  They  promised 
that  if  they  did  get  any  orders  during  the 
night,  they'd  have  whatever  battery  I  was  with 
do  the  firing So  I  went  down  and  intro- 
duced myself  to  a  gun  crew  and  warned  them 
I  probably  was  going  to  cause  them  to  over- 
work, for  which  I  apologized.  Then  I  settled 
gradually  in  the  mud  up  to  my  knees " 

After  the  end  of  hostilities,  in  June,  1946, 
Godfrey  returned  to  civilian  life  and  to  his 
present  position  as  Clinton  manager  for  the 
Employment  Service  of  the  Employment  Se- 
curity Commission.  In  November  of  that  year, 
he  received  his  state  commission  appointing 
him  a  brigadier  general  in  the  National  Guard, 
and  three  months  later  he  was  extended  fed- 
eral recognition  by  the  general  officers  board. 
He  immediately  took  command  of  the  51st 
Division  Artillery,  the  position  he  held  until 
recently. 

General  Godfrey  served  two  years  as  com- 
mandant of  the  Palmetto  Military  Academy, 
South  Carolina's  National  Guard  Officer  Can- 
didate School,  and  he  is  a  past  president  of  the 
South  Carolina  National  Guard  Association. 

In  addition  to  his  training  at  Presbyterian 
College,  he  did  graduate  work  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  South  Carolina  and  has  completed 
courses  at  these  military  schools:  the  advanced 
course  at  the  Artillery  School,  the  Special 
Weapons  and  Guided  Missile  course  at  Fort 
Bliss,  Texas,  Preventive  Maintenance  Course 
at  Aberdeen  Proving  Grounds,  and  the  Com- 
mand and  General  Staff  College  at  Fort 
Leavenworth,    Kansas.

Serving  as  commander  of  the  51st  Division 
is  not  a  full-time  job  in  the  present  period  of 
peace.  It  carries  tremendous  responsibilities, 
however,  and  will  require  almost  every  mo- 
ment that  General  Godfrey  can  give  to  it  from 
his  regular  occupation. 

He  maintains  an  office  in  Columbia  which 
is  manned  by  a  full-time  staff,  and  about  two- 
thirds  of  his  weekends  will  be  spent  in 
National  Guard  duty.  In  addition,  there  are  15 
days  of  summer  camp  each  year,  ten-day  re- 
fresher courses  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  48  drill 
periods,  17  command  inspections,  four  sched- 
uled two-day  staff  conferences  and  countless 
numbers  of  unscheduled  conferences. 

General  Godfrey  is  married  to  the  former 
Miss  Emmie  Young  of  Clinton,  also  a  member 
of  the  1922  class,  and  they  have  one  daughter, 
Mrs.  Joy  Godfrey  Gault  of  North  Augusta,  S. 
C.  His  brother,  B.  Frank  Godfrey  '27  of  Colum- 
bia, also  attended  PC.

Alumni    Subscribe    More    Than   $127,500 
Toward    Development    Program    To    Date 


DRESBYTERIAN  alumni  have  come  through  in  great  style  for 

the  Diamond  Jubilee  Development  program. 

More  than  $127,500  has  been  subscribed  to  date  by  660  PC 
men  and  women.    Their  gifts  average  $193.30  per  donor. 

The  alumni,  thus,  are  throwing  their  support  strongly  be- 
hind the  capital  gifts  campaign  which  has  produced  more  than 
$857,000  during  the  past  18  months  from  former  students  and 
from  Presbyterian  friends  throughout  the  controlling  Synods 
of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina.  (Additional  gifts  from  founda- 
tions increase  this  total  to  more  than  $940,000). 

With  the  active  Living  Endowment  program  suspended  for 
two  more  years  in  favor  of  the  three-year  pledge  period  of  the 
Diamond  Jubilee,  alumni  are  continuing  to  contribute  to  this 
campaign.  Most  notable  example  is  the  Charlotte  region  group, 
now  in  the  midst  of  a  flourishing  drive  to  amass  $25,000  for  PC 
(see   special   article). 

First  result  of  the  development  program  will  be  the  Memo- 
rial Student  Center,  a  longtime  alumni  objective,  on  which  con- 
struction will  start  soon.  Detailed  plans  preparatory  to  the 
letting  of  bids  are  being  completed  by  the  architects  now.

There'll  be  several  in-

Delane  Johnson  of 
Spartanburg,  one  of  the  fastest  men  ever  to 
wear  PC  thinclads,  is  back  to  make  his  final 
dashes  at  100  and  220  yards.  Pole  vaulter  Rich- 
ard Johnson  of  Thomasville,  Ga.,  consistently 
reached  12  feet  last  year  and  will  be  shooting 
at  the  13-4  record.  And  the  hurdles  are  well- 
manned  by  Jimmy  Hancock  of  Rock  Hill,  S.  C, 
and  Wyatt  Aiken  of  Greenville,  S.  C.  There 
are  several  promising  newcomers,  too,  which 
means  the  overall  result  could  make  for  an 
interesting  state  meet  in  May. 

New  Coach  Vic  Mclntyre  will  endeavor  to 
reverse  the  ill  fortunes  which  have  befallen 
PC  baseball  teams  in  recent  years.  He  hr.s 
every  intention,  for  example,  to  emerge  from 
the  20-game  schedule  with  a  better  mark  than 
the  6  won-15  lost  record  of  last  season.

Joshua    W.    Ligon    '01 

Joshua  Wideman  Ligon,  class  of  1901  and 
onetime  PC  professor,  died  on  June  27,  1956, 
at  Bennettsville,  S.  C.  He  was  buried  in  his 
native  Iva,  S.  C. 

Ligon  served  on  the  Presbyterian  faculty 
for  four  years,  teaching  physics  from  1907  until 
1911.  He  joined  Jacobs  and  Company  of  Clin- 
ton, S.  C,  in  1914  and  traveled  as  an  adver- 
tising representative  for  this  organization  for 
15  years,  until  1929.  He  rejoined  the  Jacobs 
firm  in  1938  and  served  as  a  representative 
first  in  Atlanta,  then  Missouri  and  finally  in 
New  York  City. 

Ligon  suffered  a  crippling  accident  in  New 
York  in  1947.  He  never  completely  recovered 
and  was  confined  to  his  bed  from  that  time 
until  his  death  last  June.

Sumerel  had  maintained  throughout  his  life 
an  active  interest  in  his  Alma  Mater,  which 
was  attended  by  several  members  of  his  fam- 
ily. He  served  once  as  president  of  the  Pres- 
byterian  College  Alumni  Association.

Marie  Vaughn  Sumerel  of  Clinton;  two  daugh- 
ters, Miss  Virginia  Sumerel  '44  of  Atlanta;  and 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Shook  '56x  of  Fountain  Inn,  S.  C; 
and  two  sisters,  Miss  Maude  Sumerel  '07  of 
Clinton;  and  Mrs.  J.  S.  McGregor  '07  of  Ruby, 
S.  C. 

S.    Paul   Anderson   '28 

Samuel  Paul  Anderson  of  Laurens,  S.  C, 
class  of  1928,  died  on  March  6,  1957,  in  a 
Columbia  hospital  after  several  years  of  de- 
clining health. 


He  was  a  native  of  Laurens  County,  where 
he  spent  most  of  his  life.  He  was  a  brother  of 
William  A.  Anderson,  Jr.  '23  of  Clinton,  S.  C.

Harris  Gray,  Jr.,  class  of  1938,  and  his  wife 
were  reported  aboard  a  missing  Italian  air- 
liner lost  in  the  desolate  mountains  of  north- 
ern Italy  on  December  23,  1956. 

Gray's  two  daughters — Pamela,  7,  and  Con- 
nie, 16 — both  were  at  the  Milan,  Italy  home 
of  the  couple  awaiting  their  return  from  Rome. 
The  Italian  plane  was  carrying  four  crewmen 
and  15  passengers  when  it  presumably  crashed 
into   a  mountainside   during  a  thunderstorm. 

At  last  reports,  the  plane  had  not  been 
located.  Woodcutters  on  10,016-foot  Mount 
Ginor,  in  the  Dolomite  Alps,  said  they  saw  the 
red  and  green  lights  of  a  plane  flying  low. 
Then  they  saw  a  great  fire  in  the  sky  and 
heard  an  explosion.  Rescue  teams  said  no  one 
could  long  survive  without  food  and  shelter 
in  the  bitter  Alpine  cold. 

The  PC  alumnus,  age  42,  was  the  Mediter- 
ranean representative  of  the  Coca-Cola  Corpo- 
ration. A  native  of  Greenwood,  Miss.,  he  rose 
to  the  rank  of  colonel  while  serving  with  the 
U.S.  Army  in  Europe  during  World  War  II. 
After  the  war,  he  became  associated  with 
Coca-Cola,  first  having  charge  of  the  firm's 
operations  in  Brazil  and  later  in  Italy. 

His  wife  was  the  former  Miss  Edith  Conners 
of  Atlanta. 

H.    F.   Carriker 

Harley  Floyd  Carriker,  Jr.,  a  senior  at  Pres- 
byterian College,  died  at  his  home  on  Novem- 
ber 16,   1956,  after  a  brief  illness. 

A  resident  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  he  had  en- 
rolled at  PC  in  September,  1953,  and  was 
preparing  himself  for  the  Presbyterian  min- 
istry. He  had  planned  to  enter  a  theological 
seminary  next  September  to  continue  work 
toward  his  bachelor  of  divinity  degree. 

Carriker  was  a  popular  leader  on  the  Pres- 
byterian campus.  He  served  as  president  of 
the  Ministerial  Club  and  of  the  Charlotte-PC 
Club.  He  headed  the  Freshman  Control  Board 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Student  Christian 
Association  cabinet. 

Surviving  are  his  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H. 
F.  Carriker  of  Charlotte,  a  brother  and  a  sister.

Edmunds  becomes  one  of  two  new  second 
vice-presidents  who,  under  the  direction  of  the 
agency  vice-president,  will  help  supervise  the 
Society's  Ordinary  insurance  sales  and  agency 
organization  throughout  the  country.  Their 
appointments  are  designed  to  strengthen  the 
sales  executive  staff  at  the  home  office  in  New 
York  and  provide  additional  top-level  support 
for  the  activities  of  field  vice-presidents 
throughout  the  nation.
